The strike among the operatives on the Mich- 
jgan Southern and Northern Indiana Railroad 
has become a very serious affair, As the chie 
movements among the men had their 
quarters at Laporte and Adrian, and the trains - 
with the exception of the mail were not permit 
tedto run, the officers of the road here could 
not give us any extended information in regard 


_ to the subject. 


The Laporte Union of Thursday evening con- 
tains two columns of the proceedings of a meet- 
inz of the operatives in that city. The Union 
represents the meeting as calm, but determined 
not to yield up the control of the road, till all 
arrearages were paid. Mr. Thos. Ormrod was 
sent by the Laporte operatives down to Adriau 
to ‘confer with their friends there, anc with the 
officers of the road.

A correspondent furnishes his experience be- 
tween Toledo and Chicago, in another column, 
and the telegraph this afternoon brought the 
following : 

APPEAL TO THE CITIZENS ON = LINE OF THE.M. 8. 
&N. 1. R. 

We, the employees of the M.S. & N.LR.R. 
Company, appeal to our fellow citizens, feeling 
as we do, that the justice of our cause will meet 
with your ape al or condemnation as it may 
deserve. e, therefore, propose to state some 
of our grievances, as we feel that our action and 
sympathy will more speedily bring about a 
settlement between ourselves and the company. 

The company are now in arrears to us four 
mouths’ pay. We have demanded no settlement. 
We have taken no steps to force the company to 
asettlement; bat they, of their own accord, 
say that they will set-le ‘with us for back p pay in 
Serip, which will be redeemed tor freight, as 
follows: In six months, five months, and four 
months, and— 

Theretore, we, the employees, refuse to take 
Scrip; and, furthermore, we consider it neces- 
sary to devise some means or plan to enable us 
to bring about a settlement with the company, 


. in which we invite your co-operation, 


It is impossible for us to remain longer with- 
out our pay, as there are many of us without a 
dollar, yes without a shilling wherewith to buy 
bread for our families. There are many of us 
who receive but 75 cents per day, and have 
large families to support. Is it possible, we ask 

ou, for us to ine under such circumstances ’ 

o, we dor ; but the pride of manhood 
restrains ns from ‘making known to the public 
the expedients we have to resort to to keep 
body and soul together. 

There are many’ of us who have had to sell 
our time at a sacrifice of ten and twelve per 
cent., end we receiving but moderate wages. 
What can we do with Scrip? We understand 
there are some individuals in Laporte connected 
with the road who say they will buy the Seri 
when it becomes dee at ten or twelve per cent. 
discount. Is that just, we ask you? 

Some may think this movement to be prema- 
ture, bat we think not, for we have resolved to 
act with reason and consideration; for, judging 
the future by the past, we know that roads 
—yes, on all roads—where they bave issued 
scrip, it has proved: ruiggus to those who have 
taken it. 

Therefore, we a our grievances before you, 
trusting that we stiall receive the support and 
yapelly of our fellow citizens and the public 
at large, for we want notbing but justice. 

We learn that substantially the same terms 
were offered personally by Capt. Geo. M. Gray, 
of this city, the General Western Agent, and 
Ransom Gardner, Esq., one of the Directors of 
the Company, to the operatives at Laporte and 
they were rejected.| Nothing would satisfy the 
men but the entire amount due them. It is 
understood that the officers of the road have 
offered the best terms they have the ability to 
fulfil, and nothing had transpired here, up to 
Saturday evening, which gives the least en- 
couragement of a settlement. How the matter 
is to end cannot now be foreseen. We btave 
every confidence tliat Mr. Campbell, the Super- 
intendent, and Mr. Savage, the Treaserer, will 
do all the possibly can for the men. It cer- 
tainly is not best fur them to promise what they 
cannot perform, and we think the men have 
made a sad mistake both for themselves and the 
public in not acceptin: their proposition. 

The question naturally arises, how did the 
Company become so largely in arears to their 
operatives? We learn from what we believe to 
be a reliable source, that they have been saving 
all their earnings to pay the July interest on 
their bonded indebtedness. If so, the Company 
made a capital blunder, for a far worse calamity 
than to let their interest go by has befallen 
them. It isthe worst possible policy for a rail--+ 
way or any manufacturing or other large busi- 
ness where considerable nambers of men are 
employed, to let them go unpaid. Prompt pay 
commands the most skillful and the most cheer- 

ful labor, and let everything else go unpaid but 


that. 

It is to be hoped that {this most unpleasant 
difficulty will in some way be speedily adjusted. 
The public are suffering immensely while the 
strike contimues. Of course the operatives 
should be paid ag quickly as possible, and if 
they get three months’ poy in cash and the bal- 
ance next month and prompt pay after that, 
they certaiu!ywillbe much better off than to con- 
tinue the strike. The managers of the road 
after the present lesson will certainly avoid a 
similar blunder in the future.

STRIKE ON MICH. SOUTH. R. R. 
Hours 
Teledo 
Editors Preas and Tribune : 
Having passed some thirty-six hours ending 
Saturday morning, on the road between Toledo 
and Chicago, I have been in a position unfortc- 
natejy, to be most powerfully impressed with 
the fact that a strike exists among the operatives 
e Michigan Southern Railroad. In all mat- 
Go issue, whether between individuals or 
corporations, it is a good rule to hear both sides, 
and in this case there is no exception, though 
here, unfortunately for the traveling public, 
both sides agree in the statement that immense 
arrears of wages to their employees of all 
classes, continued and remaining total for ape. 
riod of four months has led the large force 
train and station operatives into a suspension 
of duty as an offset to suspension of payment. 
Were I to argue the case, which I have no mind 
to do it would be to strongly oppose strikes on 
principle. My experience for two days adds 
strength to my demurrer on the score of prac- 
tice, for verily I am very sore with travel and 
detention. 
The writer was one of five hundredgassen- 
gers that reached Toledo on Thursday evening 
on time from the East, expecting to take the 
night train West over the Michigan Southern. 
We were innocent of all consciousness or sus- 
picion of any interruption to the proverbial 
smoothly running: operations of the road. At 
Toledo some rumors reached us that the train 
could not go through, that the operatives were. 
upin full force and on a“ strike.” It made 
some impression. There were those who de- 
termined to wait or change their route, but the 
generality of the passengers listened and were 
persuaded by the positive assurance of the offi- 
cers of the road that the train would go through 
all right, that “adispatch had come through 
setting matters straight, &c., dc. So away sped 
the Toledo and Wabash train that might have 
helped some of us out of the difficulty. With 
share of through travel yon must be 
aware there is no option, as those whose 
only means of progress are “ tickets through” 
and a little money for incidentals, have no 
choice afforded them to change routes. 
Thus some for one reason and some for ano- 
ther, and all on the assurances of the officers of 
the Mich, Soutb. we five hundred found our- 
selves left at Toledo. The hours passed away 
and Gually we were told “no train west until 
morning.” 
Morning came, and the pies, cakes, dough- 
nuts, and other more pretentious fare of the 
good folks on the Maumee were largely drawn 
upon by the hungry crowd, for breakfast. The 
weicome signal for our advance came at 8.45 A. 
M., twelve hours after we had reached Toledo, 
and away we went westward, deeming it a sure 
thing. We made arun of twenty-seven miles, 
and reached Palmyra. Adrian was six miles 
further on. That was the pass which unluckily 
just now was held against the Company by a 
“total abandonment of the ‘pass’ system”—all 
too literal to be laughed at. At Palmyra is the 
junction with the Jackson Branch road, a nor- 
thern short line connecting the Southern and 
Central Michigan roads. It seems that it was 
the intention or hope of those in charge of our 
movements to rum our six cars across upon the 
Central, and thence go on our way rejoicing. 
itwasonlyashortran. It was a good idea, 
valy it did not work. 
Just as the engineer had been persuaded it 
was “allright” aud we began to believe we 
were “ all right,” and the lever was being put 
in Fequisition to start us, lo! down the track 
came a hand-car, four paddy power,from Adrian. 
it bore a decent looking set of suber-faced men, 
who were both sober and serious in what they 
did, for they told our engineer it wasn’t “ all 
right,’ so the engineer opened bis valves, blew 
off the steam, and we passed the day at Pal- 
myra we six car loads. 
This Friday passed in a small town of that 
size, with a load made up as was ours of many 
passengers of the poorer class, without means 
to add a penny to the narrowest possible expen- 
ditures for direct through travel, was a most 
grievous and painful burden, yet the day wore 
on. While there we had the opportanity of 
both experimental and theoretical knowledge of 
the modus of railroad strikes. 
Adrian conta’ns just now over two thousand | 
men who are the creditors of the Michigan Sou- 
thern Company, the usual large working force 
at that point being augmented by the gathering 
in thither of many “in the same boat” from ail 
along the line. They have organized skillfully 
and determinedly—alas we experienced how 
successfully, to stop the working of the road 
until their claims are adjusted. To start this 
complicated and now idle machinery into mo- 
tion again will demand a sum variously stakd 
at from $250,000 to $400,000. I was informed 
at Adrian that the latter figure was very near the 
truth. The people of the town, many of them | 
undoubtedly interested in the matter, through | 
the:r own dues owing from these employees, 
sustain the latter, furnish them homes and liv- 
ing, and with them abide the issue. 
One rule strictly enforced does these strikers 
credit. Every liquor vender of Adrain bas been 
told that if ‘he gives these strikers liquor, down 
will come his “shop.” The cooler heads and 
wiser of the operatives have no mind to let 
whisky come into the discussion and adjustment 
of differences, and so are they prudent, for ex- 
cited men fired with drink might cause a reac- 
tion upon themselves. So as far as my evidence 
extends, the strike is kept among men who wil! 
listen to reason, which gives all the better as- 
surance of a speedy adjustment of the imbro- 
glio. 
The mails have beenallowed to pass and will 
not be detained, but no passengers or freight. 
But to our train: Friday passed, a very fat gen- 
tlemara from Maine had been selected as suita- 
ble for an early grill for our breakfast, and it 
was being agitated to aliow him time to p 
himself for bis fate and our fodder by shutting 
him up im the baggage car, when aloag towards 
evening atruce was made, and it was finally 
agreed that we might return to Toledo. Like 
that King of France who 


Marched up the hil! then arched 
Even so went back to Toledo we five bundred 
helpless pawns in the game of chess between a 
great corporation and its servants. 
Thence how nobly George Burroughs, Esq., 
Superintendent of the Toledo Wabash and West- 
ern R. R., came to our relief, how he manned a 
train, all in twenty minutes, took the post of 
conductor himself, posted his office clerks at the 
brakes, and swept us westward at tiptop speed, 
and how he telegraphed to Fort Wayne, and 
by that means rushed us forward from there 
without detention, and finally how we came 
trundling into your good city by the stroke of 
five on Saturday morning, lo, have I not writ- 
ten it to his credit. 

Thus mach of my first experience of strikes. 
I have no intention of mixing in the affair, but 
deemed the suspension of a great thoroughfare 
of travel and its effects as narrated, worthy of 
the hasty detail ofa tourist’s letter.

Laports, Ind., Sept. 3.—The strike on the 
Michigan Southern road still continues. A del- 
egation of the strikers went to Adrian to-day 
for the purpose of making some arrangement. 
Up to 7 o’clock this eveving, no compromise 
had been affected. Pending negotiation, no 
trains are allowed to run. 

At a meeting of the citizens of this place held 
last evening, sympathy was expressed for the 
employees, and offers made to assist them pe- 
euniarily or otherwise. 

Mr. Bliss, President of the road, arrived at

productive, and farmers for fifty miles, to the 
north,west and south of Ottumwa, will pour into 
that place with their produce, which will then 
be shipped to this port. Traders in St. Louis 
flatter themselves that the road will collect the 
products of the interior, convey them to the Mis- 
sissippi river, and that they will then be put on 
board St. Louis steamers, and taken down 
stream to the levee of that city.. “ But the dif- 
ficulties are greater than appear < on the surface. 
There are the Rapids, which intervene between 
Burlington and Keokuk, and thése necessitate 
the unloading of cargoes at Montrose, their 
transhipment thence to Keokuk by rail, and 
their reshipment at the latter point Sr Gt. Levis 
and other southern points.” 

When the cargo reaches St. Louik, it has to 
be carried ashore in begs, on the backs of ne- 
goes and Celts, and then drayed off my mules to 
the warehouses in different parts of that city. 
All these handlings are attended with very great 
expense. But grain from Ottumwa can be ship- 
ped direct to Chicago, with only one handling 
at Burlington to cross the river on the steam 

ferry, and thence the train proceeds to 
Chicago, when it is unloaded into a huge 
warehouse from the track, by steam elevators. 
After @ season’s competition, our St. Louis 
neighbors will concede that the advantages are 
with the grain buyeraof this city. While in the 
matter of transporting goods from the East or 
Chicago, there can be no doubt but the Burling- 
ton road is the proper route for them to take to 
supply the Des Moines valley consumption. 

We ‘call the attention of Chicago dealers to 
the fact, that Ottumwa is now the distributing 
point for at least twenty rich populons counties 
in Iowa and portions of half a dozen good coun- 
ties of Missouri. The importance of securing 
the trade of this large, thickly settled, and 
wealthy section of country must be manifest to 
evei y enterprising merchant in this city. 

The Speech of Hon, Jeff. Davis. 
This distinguished advocate of Southern in. 
terests has just made a speech at Jackson, Mis- 
sifsippi, which is to be taken as the great South- 
ern manifesto and declaration of principles for 
the coming Presidential election. The speech 
occupies seven colamns of the N. Y. Tribune; 
and is like all the efforts of this frank, ultra and 
fearless Southerner, as able as a speech taking 
that view of the subject can well be. Mr. Davis 
announces himself in favor of repealing all laws 
against the slave trade, arguing that Congress 
has just as much right to prohibit the traffic be- 
tween the States as out of the States. He argues 
boldly the acquisition of Cuba, because it would 
be of advantage to the South in case of a South- 
ern confederacy, He resorts to the old theo- 
logical argument to sustain slavery, and repeats 
the old assertion that the North cannot get 
along at all without the products of slave labor, 
and that if the South only choose to shut down 
upon us we sball be obliged to close up business. 
Mr. Davis, of course, knows better than this. 
He knows that the North can exist of itself quite 
as well as the South, and, indeed, much better. 
This speech is the reflection of Democratic sen- 
ment in the cotton-growing States, and the in- 
aogural of Gov. Magoflin, that of Democratic 
opinion in the corn-growing or border slave 
States. Squatter Sovereignty, as preached and 
expounded by Douglas & Co., has no support- 
ers among the Southern Democracy, one-half of 
whom go for re-opening the African slave trade, 
and allfora Congressional s slave code,

He said ; | am rather 
out of practice, for Et ink it is now two years 
and a half since I addressed a public meetin 
outof Parliqment, and I am afraid that, with 
the disadvantage of bein under canvas, 1 may 
fail to make myself heard by every one here 
present, unless yoo indalge me with silence 
during the short time I occupy your attention ;

an armistice, which, I hope—at all events, it 
will not be my fault if it should not be—may 
ripen into u permanent peace. cera. | 


Ww bat you want, besides fe a plan as I have 
spoken of, ig, for your Parliament to allow at 
least the experiment of the ballot. [Loud 
cheers.| ‘I don’t speak of the ballot as a cure 
for all evils, or as a political measure mixed u 
with other questions of organic character. 
speak now of it only as a means of preventing 
to « large extent the exercise of this gross cor- 
rupiion, and as a moral instrament to check the 
aaah of that rottenness which is sapping the 

oundation of our electoral system. I wm by no 
means certain, and I say it ip all frankness, that 
the ballot would have a very decisive effect in 
forwarding any ove particular party's interest 
atthe poll, Iam not prepared to say that my 
views with regard to public questions would be 
more represented in the ballot-box than they 
are now by open votin I think very likely 
that the party—the po itieal party that most 
dreads the ballot would sometimes most profit 
by it; but this I say, any one who has inquired 
as to the conduct of elections in America, in 
Switzerland, in Frenee, in Spain, and anywhere 
the ballot is adopted, and will compare them 
with the tumult, the violence, the bloodshed, 
the disgusting and hideous corruption we wit- 
ness at ourglections,—I say yean doubt 
as 4 moral engine, as the means of repressing 
these excesses, the ballot is the best resource, 
the best expedient, wecun have. [Cheers } 

I will mention ove illustrative fact which I 
acquired in America ou this subject. Now, un- 
derstand, I am not going to quote America as a 
country where you should go for imitation in 
everything regarding ber political institutions, 
which are as unfit for us in some respects as 
ours would be unfitted for them. [Cheers.|— 
Bul this I] may say in passing, that the white 
men of the United States have a theory of gov- 
ernment which they have laid down in their in- 
stitutions, which, if the buman instrument be 
equal to the political machine, means to deal 
justly and fairly by every man im their comma- 
nity. But now I confine myself to one fact that 
was given to mein my travels in America. I 
was speaking toa gentleman—whose letter 
may read, for itis in but few words——whose 
name (Mr. Randall) is known to some of our 
statesmen here, for] remember he gave evi- 
dence before a Committee of the House of Com- 
moos upon which I sat to inquire into the mode 
of proceeding of our Houses of Parliament 
in order to furnish information as to the 
rule of the Congress of the United States.— 
He is a man standing high, both social’y 
and politically. He mentioned this fact in 
conversation with me, and, wishing that I should 
have the full benefit of the information under 
his own sipotane, he wrote me a letter after | 
left Philadelphia, where the gentleman hives, 
(and I shall take care to have it published) ad- 
dressed to me at Washington. It contains these 
lines: “I have been for fifty years connected 
with political and movements in Philadel- 
phia, and | never kaew a vote bought or sold.” 
\Cheers | That is one of the largest cities in 
America, and contains one of the argest 
lations of mechanics and workmen, for Pata. 
deiphia has changed its character from being, as 
it formerly was, a leading seaport, and has be- 
come almost entirely a manufacturing city, with 
600,000 or 700,000 inhabitants. This gentleman 
would not have told me, 1 am sure, that elee- 
tions in America are pure in every respect— 
that there is not very often a great deal of ma- 
neuveling and party managewent—that there 
are not to some degree persynation and double 
votes, and the like—be would not have told we 
that without,exception all their elcetions are 
carried on peaceably and tranquilly; but ie 
mentioned the fact that the ballot presented 
such an obstacle to bribery that nobody cared 
to buy a vote and pay for it when he ‘did not 
know that he got value in exchange. [Cheers. | 

Gentlemen, I shall say bo more of my experi- 
ence in America at present, for, to confess the 
honest truth, I was too kindly treated there; and 
I feel that I was received so kindly there froin 
connection With a gteat question of cosmo- 

lit'an interest; and Fipit, in alt hamility, thet 

was greeted as the representative of ‘others 
who had the same-claim as myself to receive 
the kind civilities of that people, and if they 
presented themselves there they would be os 
ceived with the same hospitality aa myself. Bu 
I coufess | was so kindly treated in 
that I feel [ am not an impartial witness in their 
cause, and that I ought to say as little as possi- 
-ble on that topic. (Laughter) Now, it is im- 
portant that we should see that the source of 
our electoral system is pure, inasmuch as it is 
quite evident that for weal or woe public opinion 
in this country, as manifested at the polling- 
booths, must become more and more powerful 
in the government of this country, and not 
merely in our own domestic government; and 
this is a question to which, at the present mo- 
ment, itis well to refer. It is quite evident that 
public opinion is becoming more and more po- 
tent in matters of foreign as well as domestic 
policy. |

I find that T am expected here to offer an ex- 
planation of an incident that occurred here 
sometime ago, (Hear, hear) If it should be 
thought that it is, even at this distance of time, 
becoming in me to say a few words to you on 
that subject —and I should certainly have deem.

When a 
man takes an idea up and pursues it for ten or 
twelve vears, very likely his first impressions 
may have been exaggerated.” But I put it to 
Lord Palmerston, and I put to you, whether, 
having reeorded those opinions, it was fit and 
becoming in me to step from an. American 
steamer into his cabinet, and there and then, for 
the first time after having received at his hands 
a post of bigh honor and great emolument, to 
discover I had undergone a change in my opin- 
pe and whether [ should not have been open
